DETAILED ACTION 

This is a Notice of Allowance based on application 10/578,450 filed May 5, 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (Claims 8-16) in the reply filed on 
November 20, 2008 is acknowledged. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
17-20 non-elected directed to a self-assembled silicon nanotube non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 17-20 been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above 
claims are considered allowable because none of the prior art suggest or teaches "a 
method for preparing silicon nanotube by forming a mixture of silicon oxide and water, 
wherein said mixture has a silicon oxide to water ratio of 0.01 to 1 0 % by weight and 
maintaining said mixture at a temperature of about 200 C to 500 C and a pressure of 
about 3 MPa to about 40MPa for 1 to 5 hours while stirring", as instantly claimed in 
claim 8. Claims 9-16 are allowed due to there dependency from claim 8. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Majumdar (Pre-Grant Publication 2002/01 75408) dislocses a method of 
fabricating nanostructures and nanwires and devices fabricated therefrom. 

• Wang (Pre-Grant Publication 2003/01 1 9920) discloses a method for 
making carbon naontube containing catalyst and reactions catalyzed over 
nanotube catalysts. 

• Chen (US Patent 6,656,573) discloses a method to grow self assembled 
epitaxial nanowires. 

• Yang (Pre-Grant Publication 2004/0175844) discloses a sacrificial 
template method for fabricating a nanotube. 

• Wong (Pre-Grant Publication 2005/0036939) discloses a hydrothermal 
synthesis of perovskite nanotubes. 

• Lee (US Patent 7,132,126) discloses a room temperature synthesis of 
multiwalled carbon nanostructures.
